CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN 
REGULAR BOARD MEETING MINUTES 
DECEMBER 18, 2001 

Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the Board 
Room. Present: King. Payne. Budd. Hart, Herman, Jahr and Rochowiak. 
Absent and excused: None: Others in attendance: Recreation and Facilities 
Director Ross, Public Safety Director Elg, Planning and Economic 
Development Director Kelley, Park Manager Camis Water and Sewer 
Director Duha. Executive Assistant Ireland, Secretary Cline and an audience 
of twenty eight (28). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Hart moved, Budd seconded to approve the 
agenda as presented with one change: move “Correspondence" ahead of the 
“Public Hearing". Carried. 

CORRESPONDENCE: Waste Management representatives presented a 
park bench to the Community Services Department and gave a brief update 
on Waste Management services and the good working relationship between 
the company and the Township. 

A Press Release from Slate Representative Bruce Patterson stating a third 
judgeship had been created for the 35th District Court and there was no 
mention of moving Van Buren Township from the 34th District Court in this 
legislation. 

A letter from the Michigan Recreation & Park Association (MRPA) notify¬ 
ing Van Buren Parks and Recreation Department of approval from their 
Mini-Grant Committee to receive a S5000 “Get Michigan Youth Moving" 
program grant. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Jahr moved., Herman seconded to open the public 
Hearing to consider tile special use request from Creative Land Design, Inc. 
to enter into a PRD (Planned Residential Development) agreement with Van 
Buren Township to construct a 536 unit residential development in portions 
of Sections 23 and 26. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for 
an introduction and background information. Director Kelley stated the 
Township is in receipt of a special use request from Creative Land Design, 
Inc. to enter into a PRD (Planned Residential Development) agreement with 
the Township to construct 536 single-family homes. The need for special 
approval is outlined in the Township Zoning Ordinance. The Planning 
Commission has recommended the Board approve the request based on the 
Commission s facts and findings that the plans, specifications, and various 
agreements comply with the Township regulations as prescribed by the PRD 
section ot the Zoning ordinance. Considerations for a PRD agreement 
include determination of eligibility, approval of preliminary plans, and 
approval of final plans and modifications. Should the Board of Trustees 
approve the special use request the item will be returned to the Planning 
Commission lor final site plan approval. 

Director Kelley further stated the site is approximately 313 acres and is 
bounded by East Huron River Drive, Martinsville and Savage Roads. The 
project includes 416 single-family detached units and 120 attached condo 
units. Some of the items included in this plan are as follows: 

• The paving of Martinsville Road between East Huron River Drive and 
Savage Road. 

• Sidewalks to be constructed along Martinsville, Savage and East Huron 
River Drive frontages. 

Approximately. 167.98 or 53.6% of the total site area will be maintained 
as common area that include nature trails and existing wooded areas. 

• 125 or 30% ot the units will have side entry garages. These locations 
have been specifically numbered on the proposed plan in the PRD agree¬ 
ment. 

• 176 or 42% of the detached units have brick on all four sides up to the 
"belt" (the ceiling of the first floor) and the locations of these units have 
been determined on the proposed plan. 

• The attached units will have brick on all tour exterior walls up to the 
"belt". There- is no requirement for brick exteriors on attached units in 
the Zoning Ordinance. 

The 31 acres fronting on East Huron River Drive, north of the railroad 
tracks and abutting Martinsville Road will be conveyed to the Township 
with tuture uses of this land restricted to a park and/or residential devel¬ 
opment. 

All buildings will be set back 200 from Martinsville and Savage Roads. 

Director Kelley continued by stating it is appropriate that a development the 
size and scope ot the proposed Country Walk site condominium provide 
amenities and special design features to enhance the Township. The PRD 
process allows the Township to develop and negotiate for items that would 
provide community benefits not typically allowed by the Zoning Ordinance. 
The proposed PRD agreement contains descriptions and requirements that 
exceed typical subdivisions in Van Buren Township. Setting aside land for 
community use. paving a mile of road, constructing over two miles of public 
sidewalk, requiring specific architectural detail and material, and setting 
aside 53% of the total land area as open space make good planning and 
managed growth sense. The appropriate planning, engineering, legal and 
Township staff have reviewed all plans, specifications, and documents and 
recommend that the Board of Trustees approve the PRD agreement. 

Nicole Jaeger. Planning Coordinator with Creative Land Design. Inc. reiter¬ 
ated Director Kelley's remarks about the proposed PRD. She stated the 
overall density of the proposed project is 1.7 units per acre and approxi¬ 
mately 86% ot the units abut open space. Also, there will be 100* setbacks 
Irom the existing homes on Lenmoore and 150' setbacks from the railroad 
tracks. The average home size will be 1750 .square feet and the home prices 
will range from $ 150.000 to $250. 000. 

Norman Hyman, attorney for Creative Land Design. Inc. stated the pro¬ 
posed PRD agreement has been a 3-1/2 year negotiation process with many 
changes being during this time period. The PRD agreement incorporates the 
entire site plan package and all related documentation. The PRD agreement 
fuither provides prior to each phase of the development and the granting of 
certificates of occupancy, the master deed, by-laws and restrictions wilt be 
submitted to the Township for final review and approval. 

Supervisor King read into record Section 5 of the proposed agreement due 
to the importance ol this component regarding the conveyance of land as 
negotiated between the two parties, "The Developer will transfer to the 
Township that portion of the Land identified on Exhibit A as Parcel I. con¬ 
sisting of 31.51 acres, formerly known as the proposed Stonegate Site 
Condominium, In compensation for Developer's agreement to make such 
‘™ sf 'V he Township hereby (I) credits Developer in the amount of 
5390,125, to be applied against the first $390,125 of building permit fees 
applicable to the project, the Township agreeing that the Township buildin" 
pen-n,is fees applicable on the date of this Agreement, shall not be 
increased for the Project only within six at least (6) years from the dale of 
this Agreement; and (2, relieves Developer of any requirement of tree 
replacement or provision beyond the number of trees shown on the 

a k Pr ?j C u Ljnds ^ a P e Plan for lhe Project dated March 28. 2001 except that 
should the number of regulated trees, as determined by the Country Walk 
Tree Replacement Calculations prepared by McKenna Associates. Inc., 


dated July 18, 2001: proposed to be removed during the development of the 
Project exceed 1,347, then the Developer shall, at Developer's option, either 
add to the Landscape Plan a number of trees equal to the number of addi¬ 
tional regulated trees removed, or pay to the Township an amount equal to 
the number of additional trees removed multiplied by S365. The total 
acreage shall be included in the proposed Country Walk Site Condominium 
site plan and PRD applications for the purpose of deriving all calculations." 
Supervisor King continued with an overview of the remainder of the PRD 
agreement, much of which had been previously mentioned. 

Board members had the following comments and questions- Why a PRD 
agreement? The PRD is a common too) used that allows the Township to 
get special amenities and/or features that the Zoning Ordinance does not 
address, in return for the special amenities and/or features the Township is 
able to offer incentives to a residential developer such as increased density. 

In this case, the developer has increased the density less than 10%. The 
PRD allows for 40% attached condominiums and there is a market demand 
for attached condominiums in Van Buren Township, The PRD also provides 
for the following; large open spaces; better potential for linkages between 
neighboring land, preservation of natural corridors and/or the creation of 
bike paths and greenways (the Township has a grant for greenways work in 
this location); less [and disturbed during construction; higher value to future 
home owners; reduced demand for new public park land; the preservation of 
trees and vegetation to provide erosion control, air quality improvement and 
storm water filtering; and flexibility to design lots. Also, the State 
Legislature has recently discussed legislation to require communities to 
develop ordinances such as Van Buren Township already has with the PRD 
ordinance. 

In reference to the 31.51 acres the credit for perits is only on building per¬ 
mits not on electrical, mechanical or plumbing permits. The tree preserva¬ 
tion ordinance has been met and the numbers referenced are in excess of 
ordinance requirements. In addition, the conveyance of the land allows for 
the preservation the Riggs house and barn since it is on this parcel of land 
and the creation of a park. 

A resident was concerned about the responsibilities of the homeowners 
association. There will be a total of five separate associations one for each 
phase and one master association made up of homeowners from each of the 
other associations to oversee the entire development. There will only be one 
builder for the project, which is Crosswinds. The developer will create an 
account for maintenance to handle costs of the association maintenance 
immediately with the association assessing for further monies from the 
homeowners as needed. There is a twenty-five year waiting period before 
any of the open spares could be sold or developed. Also, before any open 
spaces could be sold all five associations including the master association 
would have to agree and would then need Township approval. The 
Township has requested the time period be changed to Fifty years and the 
developer has agreed. It is also stated in the master deed that all common 
areas are available for all phases to use (one association cannot bar another 
association from using its open space). 

A resident voiced concerns about the land transfer and the monetary value 
given to the 3 1.51 acres. The inquired whether this development meets the 
open space requirements without including the 31.51 acres and the wetland 
areas. Director Kelley responded the project does rheet the requirements of 
open space with the elimination of wetlands and the land to be conveyed to 
the township. The resident agrees the park and open space are good for the 
community but disagrees with credits given to the developer and felt this 
money if collected could be better used for a new fire station on South end 
of township or for additional inspection staff. Supervisor King agreed a new 
fire station would be good for the community; however, this agreement 
would give the Township a park in the southern part of the tow nship, which 
is also a goal of the Tow nship. Finally she stated this is a good plan and has 
value for the Township. 

Another resident inquired about the size of lots in the southern part of the 
township and how can this development have 61’ lots. Director Kelley stat¬ 
ed you need to look at the density of the land and this is what the PRD does 
Creates clusters of dwelling and allows for more open spaces. 

Mr. Hyman responded again to the concerns and questions. He reiterated 
what Director Kelley and Supervisor King had previously staled. He fin¬ 
ished by stating this development will create value to the land that will 
increase revenue to the township in taxes. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public 
hearing.

Bivens promises to serve youth, 
while community heaps lots of praise 
for his accomplishments 


Inkster came out to honor one of their 
finest citizens last week, former Mayor 
Edward Bivens, and we as a newspaper 
and friend, were glad to be a part of the 
ceremonies. 

Bivens, who we are happy to say, has 
recovered from a massive stroke suf¬ 
fered about a year ago while taking com¬ 
munion at his church, was widely report¬ 
ed being dead at the time of the stroke. 
Attendees at the tribute, saw firsthand 
that the wisecracking former mayor is 
far from his deathbed. 

Accompanied with his usual wittiness, 
it was a serious Bivens who broke down 
in tears when he thanked the citizens, 
particularly the youth of Inkster, for "al¬ 
lowing me to serve them." 

With all due respect, Mayor, it is the 
people, not you, that should be thankful. 
Because the three terms Bivens directed 
the City as Mayor were some of the best 
years Inkster has seen. Always a fiscal 
conservative, Bivens guided the City 
through tough financial times, always 
making sure the well never ran dry. 

Two of his crowning achievements 
during his final term, was the construc¬ 
tion of the first commercial enterprise, 
the shopping center at Michigan and 
Middlebelt, in two dozen years, and the 
demolition of the Melody Theatre, the 
notorious X-rated hangout that spear¬ 
headed Inkster's lousy reputation. 

That reputation has gotten much bet¬ 


ter thanks 
to Mayor 
Bivens' ef¬ 
forts.

By the way, Bivens' accomplishments 
are not limited to Inkster. 

The former mayor is recognized as the 
first African-American assigned to the 
Presidential Honor Guard and the first 
African-American assigned as a NCOIC 
of a general staff section at the Engineer 
Center. 

He has worked hard throughout his 
life to excel at family, making friends, 
and serving the public. We have no doubt 
he will continue to serve the youth of the 
area in fine fashion. 

There is no better example for our 
youth to follow. Ed Bivens is most de¬ 
serving of the accolades bestowed upon 
him. 



‘I am a man without a party’ 


It is traditional for edi¬ 
tors and columnists, in 
their last piece of the year, 
to either summarize the 
past year and/or make 
predictions for the coming 
one. This writer will not 
only ignore that tradition 
but also break another by 
using the first person sin¬ 
gular. 

Most of my columns are 
based on a principle relat¬ 
ed to current events. So 
that you may know where 
I am coming from, follow¬ 
ing are my beliefs. 

First, I am a Bible be¬ 
lieving, nondenomination- 
al Christian. I believe the 
Bible is the word of God. 
While it is replete with 
symbols, parables and 
analogies, the truth con¬ 
tained in it is the only ac¬ 
ceptable basis for living 
one’s life. 

Politically I am a Jeffer¬ 
sonian Democrat, in other 
words, a man without a 
party. Thomas Jefferson, 
author of the Declaration 
of Independence was one 
of the staunchest propo- 
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nents of individual liberty 
among our founding fa¬ 
thers. He was a founder of 
the Democrat Party, which 
has abandoned his princi¬ 
ples in favor of big govern¬ 
ment. The Republicans of¬ 
fer no alternative. 

I believe in the original 
intent of the Constitution 
to check the powers of 
government. I agree with 
another founder Noah 
Webster who said, “not on¬ 
ly misinterpretation but 
serious error can occur 
when original meanings 
are ignored.” 

I am often accused of 
being “antigovernment.” I 
plead guilty to the same 
extent and for the same 
reasons our founding fa¬ 
thers were. They had just 
fought their way out from 
under one tyranny and at¬ 


tempted to forestall anoth¬ 
er with a government of 
limited powers and 
checks and balances. 

Accelerating in the 
Twentieth Century, gov¬ 
ernment at all levels, but 
particularly at the federal 
level, has been gathering 
more and more power un¬ 
to itself in violation of the 
original intent of the Con¬ 
stitution. For the most 
part, the public welcomes 
it believing, despite the 
lessons of history, that gov¬ 
ernment can guarantee 
both safety and economic 
security. 

Still, we would do well 
to remember the admoni¬ 
tion of our first president, 
George Washington, who 
said,” government is not 
reason it is force, a dan¬ 
gerous servant and a fear¬ 
ful master.” 

As Thomas Jefferson re¬ 
minded us, “eternal vigi¬ 
lance is the price of liber¬ 
ty.” That is the thrust of 
most of my columns, keep¬ 
ing a watchful eye on gov¬ 
ernment.

But this year — the second 
hottest since the invention of 
the thermometer — the only 
scarves we’ll need will be to cov¬ 
er our ears when somebody 
sings “I’ll) dreaming of a White 

• Christmas.” 

It's not happening. Instead, 
the few snow flakes that I saw 
melted before they could hit the 
asphalt. As of Christmas morn¬ 
ing (when this was written — 
some of us work on Christmas), 
meteorologists have recorded a 
half-inch in the Metro area. 

At this rate, we’ll be lucky to 
get enough to make a snow cone. 

But the Christmas spirit has 
arrived, sending shoppers to the 
malls for presents at bargain 
rates, infusing office parties, 
and diverting laid-off workers 
from obsessing about the reces¬ 
sion. 

Perhaps it was the Christmas 
spirit that persuaded the West- 
land City Council to loan the 
Westland Historical Commis¬ 
sion almost $20,000 to move the 
130-year-old Octagon House 
from the boondocks to the mid¬ 
dle of Westland to eventually be¬ 
come a historical museum. 
About 50 octagon-shape homes 
had been built in Michigan as a 
result of Orson Squire Fowler’s 
travels. 

In the late 1840s, Fowler 
hawked the homes in the Mid¬ 
west as a “home for all,” claim¬ 
ing it would improve families’ 
health. The unusual wall-and- 
window configuration would di¬ 
rect air flow to ventilate what 
he called “miasmas,” or foul 
germ-filled air, out of the home. 
At the very least, eight sides 
would provide more windows 
and light than four sides. 

One of the reasons I support 
preserving the Octagon House is

because it carries on the Victori¬ 
an era. With its unusual shape, 
it looks as if it had been brought 
here by the Ghost of Christ¬ 
mases Past 

Once money is raised and it’s 
remodeled, in future Decem¬ 
bers it can be can decked out 
with holly, ivy, and hand-painted 
wood ornaments and illuminat¬ 
ed by fragrant candles in brass 
and silver holders. 

Perhaps it will inspire us 
with its suggestions of simpler 
but more elegant Christmases 
to adopt some old-time virtues. 

When a 19th century shipping 
magnate build the home in the 
1870s, America was on the rise. 
Out of the Union’s victory in the 
Civil War came a legion of in¬ 
ventors, reformers, and corpo¬ 
rate ventures. 

By the end of the Victorian- 
era, Americans had perfected 
the internal combustion engine, 
laid railroad tracks from cost to 
cost, hung telegraph wires be¬ 
side the tracks, raised skyscrap¬ 
ers, and built factories that man¬ 
ufactured the lion’s share of 
world’s goods for another 80 
years. 

While the money was accu¬ 
mulating, cities built vast parks, 
tycoons built libraries, and soci¬ 
ety matrons ran charities and 
orphanages. Civilization rose 
another notch. 

The same values that pro¬ 
pelled American prosperity and 
greatness prompted Fowler to 
spread his passions for octagon¬ 
shaped homes to the world. 
(Previously he had written best- 
selling sex manuals and less 
popular treatises on phrenology, 
the science of reading head 
bumps to divine a person's char- 
ac ter) 

Unfortunately, after WW I, 
the war to make the world safe 
for democracy, Victorian pas¬ 
sions and values lost out to the 
miasma of modernism and its 
war on traditional values. “Hey, 
hey, ho, ho. Western Civ has got 
to go!” as Rev. Jesse Jackson lat¬ 
er put it. 

Perhaps the restored Octagon 
House will drive some of the mi¬ 
asmas out of Westland and, once 
a year, showcase a proper 
Christmas before Global Warm¬ 
ing does us in. 

Until then, “let it snow, let it 
snow, let snow.” 


Straight ticket voting elimination stinks 


Since 1993, we have been see¬ 
ing a deliberate, long-term pat¬ 
tern by Republicans — under 
the guise of election reform - of 
making it more difficult for peo¬ 
ple to vote and participate in the 
electoral process. It started with 
attempts to limit donations from 
union members. It continued 
with subsequent attempts to lim- , 
it bingo, making voters produce 
photo ID’s, and the closure of 
Secretary of State offices where 
urban voters register. Now, un¬ 
fortunately, we can add the elim¬ 
ination of the right to a straight 
ticket vote to the list 

The voters of Michigan want 
and deserve election reform, but 
they want election reform that 
increases access and makes vot¬ 
ing easier for more people. The 
elimination of straight ticket vot¬ 
ing rights is NOT election re¬ 
form. It takes away a voting op- 
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tion the Michigan voters from 
both parties have exercised in 
large numbers for over 100 years 
- the right to cast a quick, simple 
straight-ticket vote. 

The elimination of the right to 
vote a straight ticket will disen¬ 
franchise a broad spectrum of 
Michigan voters - Democrat and 
Republican alike. There will be 
longer lines at the polls, which 
will increase voter frustration 
with the election process and 
elected officials. Voters will have 
to spend more time in the voting 
booth, which dramatically in¬ 


creases the cost of elections be¬ 
cause of the need for additional 
staff and voting equipment at the 
polls. This amounts to an un¬ 
funded mandate by the state. 

Longer lines at the polls will 
discourage citizens who only 
have a short time to vote during 
their lunch hours or before or af¬ 
ter work. Michigan law limits 
voters to two minutes in the vot¬ 
ing booth. So taking away the 
right of straight ticket voting will 
disenfranchise any voter who 
might not be able to complete 
their ballots in two minutes, 
such as persons with disabilities, 
persons who don’t read well, or 
some senior citizens. 

When it was time to vote on 
the bill to eliminate straight tick¬ 
et voting, my House Democratic 
colleagues and I made several 
attempts to change the legisla¬ 
tion to make it more voter- 


friendly. We offered a number of 
amendments including making 
Election Day a holiday, easing 
restrictions to absentee voting, 
allowing voters to decide in the 
2002 general election whether or 
not straight ticket voting should 
be eliminated, and implement¬ 
ing a vote-by-mail system in 
Michigan similar to the one in 
Oregon. House Republicans de¬ 
feated every amendment 

Republicans see the writing 
on the wall - they know Democ¬ 
rats will have a stronger top of 
the ticket in the 2002 election. 
Eliminating straight ticket voting 
is just one of the many ways they 
will attempt to suppress voter 
turnout next year My Democrat¬ 
ic colleagues and I will be focus¬ 
ing on voter education efforts to 
combat these partisan ploys and 
help increase voter participa¬ 
tion.
